The cx-Senatur was apparently the most un- 
concerned person in the court room. 


Thomas \V. Barlow, receiver of the bank, who -was on the stand at adjourn- 


ment yesterday and Identified the books and papers found upon his assuming his 
duties, w.is crr.ss-examlneil by Mr. Sh apley of counsel for Mr.- Quay. 


Mr. Shapley's line of questions apparently 
indicated his 
purpose to prove 


that the whole fabric of the charges against Mr. Quay was the result of a con- 
spiracy. 


After bringing out the i'act that Mr. Barlow was assistant to former District 


Attorney Grali.'im during the time lie acted as receiver and was busy with other 
duties, the witness was tolil to tell all the circumstances of his removal of cer- 
tain letters, papers and books (mm the private desk of Cashier Hopkins. Among 
these bonks Is the one known as "the red hook", which, the prosecution alleges, 
shows that Hopkins computed interest on State funds which he deposited to Mr. 
Quay'? credit. 
Tlie papers Included the Quay letters, among them the "plum 


tree document." 


Mr. liarlow, In reply said: 
"On March 2nh a person in Harrisb urg. whom I did not then and do not now 


kr.ow, spoke to me in this city over the loiiK-distanco telephone. He said. 'I want 
to say to you an attempt will be made tonight to take certain documents out of 
Hopkin's di'sk. so they h:i(l better be tnken by you.' As a result of this I went 
to the bank, acrorr.imnietl by a policeman, broke open the desk and took them 
out." 


The witness said he notliled Judge Gordon, then one of the Common Pleas 


. Judges, of h!s action, the latter being private and confidential adviser to James 


McMimes. president oC the bank. For aabout three hours that night he left the 
documents In the possession of Judge Gordon In a trust company's office. 
After- 


ward those papers were virtually in Judge Gordon's custody until early in Sep- 
tember. Jiarlow explained that Mr. Mi-Manes had agreed to pay the debts of tho 
bank, and as Judge Gordon was his frieml, he considered It perfectly proper that 
the Judge should know of the contents oC the books and papers. 


Mr. U-irinw denied knowledge of the photographing of the Quay letters for 


the use nf his political opponents. He said he did not know that they had been 
taken by Juilpi- Gordon and shown to David Martin, or that Judge Gordon and 
John Wnnnm.-.krr had taken them'to New York and shown them to the Demo- 
cratic National C'oinmltteemnn, James McGuffey, in an effort to make Judge Gor- 
don tlie Democratic candidate for Governor oC Pennsylvania last year. 
Mr. 


Barlow, der.led knowledge that before ho received the annoymous telephone mes- 
sage from llarrisburg Judge Gordon had opened the private desk and examined 
tho boohs and papers. He thought Slate Banking Commissioner Gilkeson had 
seen the documents prior to their coming Into his (Barlow's) possession. 
He 


slated that early in September last !i e showed them to Attorney-General Mc- 
Cfirmick, in Harrisburg. 


Mr. Shapley asked witness if the Attorney-General had not told him that 


there was m>thlng In them on which to base a civil or criminal action. Tho ques- 
tion was objected to by the District Attorney, and the objection was sustained. 


Judge Gordon was the next witness. 
.Inline Gordon idi-ntllicd the papers and 


books that had been placed in his possession by the receiver of the bank, and 
said they are undoubtedly In the samo condition now as when he received them. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Shields, Mr. Gordon said he did not gain his knowledge o£ 
the papers in his capacity as counsel tor Mr. MacManes, but as his Intimate 
personal frit-nil.

Upon c.-.iurt re-convenlm--. the District Attorney offered In evidence the let- 
ters identified by Mr. Tabor, saying he would supplement and prove them by 
books of tV- bank which he would subsequently offer In evidence. 


Tlie defense opposed the admission of the letters, telegrams and books, on 


the ground that they were not proper testimony, and

He asserted that he proposed to follow the letters with proof from

1S97, M. S. Quay borrowed $1,900,703 
from the People's Bank, on which he paid $7.-ISO interest. The books also show 
that Hrnry 1C. Brewer, while Stale Treasurer, received as interest on State de- 
posits $31.I'm.75; Treasurer 
Morrison go t SS.M7 Interest, and Haywood $1.519. Mr. 


Kothormel admitted that many transactions extended back beyond the statutory 
limit, but he said, all go to prove the conspiracy of Mr. Quay to improperly use 
the Stritr money in the People's Bank extending over a long period. 


Mr. "Watson opposed the n-.lniisslon nf the proposed evidence. It was evident 


from his argument that tho defense will bitterly oppose the consideration of the 
"red book" and other documents found in Cashier Hopkln's 
desk as evidence 


against the defendant. 


Those documents, he said, were private property, and not the books of the 


bank. 
He said that while the indictment charged Mr. Quay with conspiring to 


unlawfully use the State money contained in the People's Bank, there was evi- 
dently no means of pr./vii-.g that tlie money was the property of the State, but 
that It was the property of the People's Bank, since it had been legally deposited- 


He quoted llie charter nf the bank, which gives it tlie power to buy and sell 


stocks. 
H,. quoted as authority a distinguished English jurist, and decisions In 


this country were also quoted. 
He argued that no Grand Jury had ever passed 


upon the alleged crime fur which Mr. Quay was being tried, and that the indict- 
ment was naturally defective, 


Mr. Watson said he would reserve his objections to the "red book" until it 


was formally offered. He preferred to await the decision of the admission of the 
main books. 


Mr. Kotherrm'l stated his contention that the "red book" is necessarily, ow- 


ing to the nature of its entries, one of tlie hooks of the bank. Pending further 
argument, the court adjourned at 3 o'clock until 10 o'clock tomorrow morning.
